Thoſe in the Ship had difcover'd theſe In- 
dians the Evening before making their way to the 
Iſland in Chance's. and fir d ſome Guns to give their 
Friends notice; But unhappily they miſſed hearing 
them, and being without apprehenſion of an Enemy 
kept no Watch; and when they diſcover'd them, 
could not uſe their Fire- Arms. Mr. Leverton in his 
flight loſing a Shoe in the Woods, was left behind his 
Companions. In this condition wearying himſelf with. 
out Succeſs for many Hours in endeavouring to re. 

172 cover ſight of the Ship, his Strength fail'd him; and 
being without Food or Cloaths, (for he had ſtript him. 
ſelf to ſwim over a Bay,) he laid himfelf down on a 
Graſs- Plat expecting to dye there. He ſpent the 

Night without Sleep in reviewing with Sorrow his 
paſt Life, and particularly his ends in underraking this 
Voyage; and that Scripture oſten occur d to his mind, 
hat maleſt thou here, Elijah! The coldneſs of the 
Night benum'd his naked Body, and next Day the 
heat was more intollerable, ſo that he began to faint 
away. In theſe Circumſtances he unexpectedly diſ- 
cerns a Man making towards him, which prov'd to 
his great joy to be one of his Companions, ſeparated 
from the Company and in queſt of the Ship as well as 
he. He aſſures him, he muſt return the way he came 
if he would hope to find it. Reviy'd with his Friends 
arrival, and furniſh'd with ſome of his Cloaths, Mi. 
Leverton and he march back. A third Straggler ſoon 
joins them, and they march rogether all Day. To- 
wards Evening perceiving a Smoak, they make to it, 
and find ir to be the remains ofa fire which rhe Indians 
had made, where they lay before they fell upon their 
Booth. This fire, by which they ſtaid all Night, was 
thought to fave their Lives. Marching next Morning 
towards the Sea, they find a fourth of their Company, 
bur he being wounded in the knee, and unable to go 
with them, they were forc'd to leave him behind. 
Ar length thro' divine Goodneſs they ſpy the Ship, 
which made a ftrange alteration in them: for now 
their fear of the Indians increafing with their hope of

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out Reſt or Sleep or proper Food, and 'march'd- along Vol. II. 
before fo faintly, yet now they all run a ſwift pace gay 
roward the Sea: Mr. Leverton and one more fwum 
to their Ship. The other unable ro ſwim, ran as far 
as he could into the Sea, keeping only his Head above 
Water for fear of the Indians, till thoſe in the Ship 
ſent and took him up in a piriful Boar they had patched 
up. This wound and farigue coſt Mr. Leverton a dan- , © 
| gerous fir of Sickneſs, wherein his Life was deſpair'd 
of for many Days. The Ship fir'd Signals to any alive 
on Shore to make to them, by which 6 or 8 more of 
their Company were recover d. So this Adventure 
ended with the loſs of near half their Company. 

Not being able to return to Barbadces or any of our 
Engliſh Plantations on that fide, becauſe of contrary 
Winds, they reſolve to make to the Iſle of Providence, 
which was 500 Leagues off, near the Line. And not- 
withſtanding many Fears and Difficulries, they had a 
Proſperous Voyage and a welcome Reception from 
their Countrey-Men there. Moſt of the Inhabitants 
were ſuch as upon a diſſatisfaction with the Engliſh 
Hierarchy had left their Native Country, and ſettled 
there, as others did in New- England. They had bur 
one Miniſter among them, Mr. Sherwood, who was alſo 
nor ſatisfied with Conformity. Vet ſome of the In- 1 
habirants were for the Engliſh Ceremonies, and upon — _ 
Mr. Leverton's/ Arrival would have had him Minifter 
to them in their own way. Hitherto he had never con- 
ſider d the Controverſy; but his Impreſſions of Re- 
ligion were ſuch as the general Cuſtom of his Country 

and Education had made. But now being made very 
Serious by the remarkable Providences he had met 
with, and finding Mr. Sherwood a Pious Perſon, he 
was diſpos'd to hear his Reaſons for Nonconformiry ; 
which induc'd him heartily to fall in with him in the 
ſame way. During his ſtay at Providence, the Spaniards 
made an Aſſault upon the Iſland, but were Repuls d 
with confiderable loſs, Mr. Leverton with great Cou- 
rage continuing all the while on the Shore ro animate

When they arrive here, 
the State of Things was chang'd, and Laud in Cuſtody 
of the Black-Rod: They are kindly receiv'd by the 
Lords- Patentees or Proprietors of the Hand, and en. 
courag d to return. Mr. Sherwood the other Miniſter 
of a timorous Temper, choſe to ſtay here. But Cap. 
tain Lane and Mr. Leverton returned, Plentifully fur. 
niſh'd for their Voyage, and Authorized with a new 
Commiſſion. At their approach to the Iſland, they 
find the Spaniards had ſeiz d it in their abſence. How. 
ever at Mr. Leverton's deſire they ventur'd a bruſh 
with them, wherem they kill'd the Spaniards a great 
many Men, and forc'd their Arm'd Long-Boats aſhore. 
After this they continu'd in thoſe Seas for two Years 
and ſaw many of GOD's Wonders in the deep, too 
many to be here particularly related. They had many 
preſervations almoſt Miraculous from Famine, from 
the Spaniards,” and in violent Storms. Twice they 
loft their Ship, and were Providentially taken up, once 
by a French- Man, and another time by a Dytch-Man, 
and both times fer a- float again in a Spaniſh Pink made 
Prize. For theſe two Years Mr. Leverton declared he 
met not with one bit of Bread. Ar length they reſolve 
to return home, and by the aſſiſtance of a French Veſſel 
arrive ſafe at St. Chriſtophers ; and thence Captain 
Lane and ſome of the Men proceeded directly to Eng 
land. Mr. Leverton and {ome others inclin'd to ſettle 
there; but finding the diſſoluteneſs of the Place, and 
ſeeing little hope of doing good among them, aſter

In his younger Years, he was well Acquainted with 
Mr. Dod, and Dr. Harris; of whom_he was us'd of- 
ten to ſpeak with grear Reſpect; as alſo of Dr. Pri- 
deux, and Dr. Cheynel : But no Name did he men- 
tion with ſo much Pleaſure, as that of Mr. William , 
Wheatly of Banbyry, whom he always ſtil d his Spiritual 
Father. When Mr, Rogers came to Bernard-Caſtle, he, 
took a Liſt of the Number of Souls in his Pariſh,” 
which at his firſt coming were about 2000. He took 
an exact Account who of thele were Perſons of Know- 
ledge, and who were Ignorant: who fir or unfir for 
the Lord's Tabie, Oc, As for choſe who were Ignorant, 
he convers'd much with them, gave them good Books 
to Read; and Catechiz'd and Inſtructed them, till he 
thought them qualified for that Sacred Solemnity. He 
took great care of Poor Children, that they might 
live uſefally, and not be train d up in Ignorance and 
laleneſs. He was much Reſpected by Sir Henry Vane 
kather and Son, whoſe Seat at Raby Caſtlo in that 
Neighbourhood gave Opportunity for frequent Con- 
eration. As an Old Acquaintance he afterwards 
waired upon Young Sir Heniy when Impriſon'd in the 
Tower ; and found him Stout and Reſolute, not ſen- 
ſible of : any Crime he had Committed. 
In thoſe Times of Confuſion, when Soldiers were' 
Preachers, an Officer of Note then Quarrering in the 
Town, fegt to Mr. Rgers to demand his Pulplt, for 
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bis Uſe ar ſuch a Time; bidding him refuſe him ar 
ar his Peril. But Mr. Rogers was not mov'd ; Inſtead 
of complying, he ſent Word, he defir'd ro know, who 
gave him Authority ro Preach ?

He 
was in 1662 Ejected from his Student's Place in Chrift- 
Church Oxon, when he was juſt ready to take the Degree 
of M. A. He berook himſelf to his Farher at Phmouth, 
and there ſoon became a farther Sufferer for Noncon- 
formity, being ſummon'd, and ſeiz d, and clap' d up in 
Priſon with him, Oct. 6.

ſin d a good while, till at length upon Security given to 
leave the Town, and not return thither without leave,

Mr. Collins was hereupon fin'd 40 . for him- 
ſelf, and 40 J. for his Houſe; and his Hearers 10 6. and 
5 7,4-piece, at their pleaſure; and Warrants were iſſu d 
out accordingly, and many Goods were diſtrain d; ſome 
of which were never redeem'd : And no Account was 
given to the Crown, but what was rats'd, was profuſely 
ſpent in their Clubs. While rhe Money lafted, che 
Meeting was undiſturb'd: But when the Stock was 
out, they again ſurrounded Mr. Collins's Houſe on the 
Lord's Day, and broke open the Doors, and offer'd 
many Abuſes'; and took the Names of the Perſons 
preſent. Ar the next Quarter-Seffions they indicted 
Mr. Collins, 'and abour 3o of his principal Hearers 
for a Rior. They herenpon applying ro Council, 
were advisd ro get a Certiorari, to remove the Cauſe, 
which was accordingly done: Bur when it was pro- 
duc d at an Adjournment of the Quarter-Seſſions, and 
read, it was found to be Dated the 32d Day of the 
Month, and therefore thrown aſide; and all the Per- 
ſons concern d who were order'd ro be preſent, were 
commanded to be taken into Cuſtody. But they could 
ſeize only upon one, the reſt making their Eſcape. 
Another Certiorari was procur'd afterwards, and fo 
the Cauſe was remov'd to an higher Court; where 
after a great deal of Money ſpent, the Buſineſs was 
quaſh'd, and the poor People deliver d to their great 
Joy.

7 or 8 Years. He remo wd from thence to Nil in Se- 
merſetſhire, and thete dy d in October 1677. He as a 
Man of good Learning and Piety: Peculiarly eminent 
for his Modeſty — A true patient Labour- 
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er in the Goſpel, and a moſt happy Cotnforter of ma-

He 
had ſpent a good Sum of Money in repairing, and part- 
ly rebuilding the Parſonage-Houſe, which was intireiy 
loſt: For he could not get the leaſt Allowance made 
him for it.

Hereupon Mr. P. took Advan- 
rage convincingly to argue that the Quaker was not as 
he pretended, ſent of God, who certainly knew what 
Subject he would be upon, and would have inform'd 
his Meſſenger, or at leaſt have ſuited his. Meſſage to 
the Occaſion. He publiſned a Diſcourſe againſt the 
Hierarchy at the Dutch Church in Maidſtone, ſor whictt 
he was like ro have had great Trouble from the Bi- 
ſhops. He Printed alſo a Tract, intituled, Moſes and 
Aaron, or the Miniſters Right, and the Magiſtrates Duty 
vindicated; Which was an Anſwer to one Richard 
Kingneth a famous Anabaptiſt; his Pariſhioner's Treatiſe 
(intituled; the trus tything ef Goſpel- Miniſters;) which 
was not much. diſpers'd, becauſe his Antagoniſt ac- 
knowledged his Fault, and begg'd him to call his Book: 
in, promiſing to do the ſame by his, againſt Tythes, 
Sc. which occaſion'd ir. His Tueſdays Lecture in this 
Place, was: very famous, and was much frequented 
by the Neighbouring Pariſhes, to hear his Explicati- 
on of the Principles of Religion; and the obſcure Paſ- 
ſages of the Prophets. He has ſome Manuſcript Ser- 
mons againſt King-killing Principles, now in the 
Hands of his Son-in law, Dr. Groombridge of Cran- 
brook, He was very willing to have been farisfied as 
to the Terms of Conformity, and often declar'd it: 
Which tho' it made ſome Zealors ſay he was willing 
to blind his Conſcience for a fat Benefice, yet cquid 
never bring him to ſwallow the Oaths, or difpenſe 
with the Obligations he muſt bring himſelf under,

Mr. Reyner was an Eminent Divine, and of ſpecial 
Note. He was born at Marley near Leeds in ork ſhire, 
An. 1600, and bred in the Univerfiry of Cambridge. 
He feard the LORD from his Yourh. He was a 
great frequenter of Sermons in his Childhood, and a 
conſtant attendant on the Monthly Exerciſe, which 
was encourag d by that excellent and Primitive Arch- 
Biſhop Dr. Toby Matthews, at Leeds, Pudſey, Halifax, 
and other Places. He was frequent in ſecret Prayer, 
ſtrict in obſerving the Sabbath, and grave in his 
whole deportment, giving hopeful indications of fu- _ 
ture Eminence. While he was at the Univerſity he 
was very induſtrious and diligent, and laid in a good 
ſtock of Learning. The ſtraitneſs of his Circumſtan- 
ces would not allow of ſo long a ſtay there, as his in- 
clination led him to deſire: And ſometime after his 
remove from rhence, he taught School ar Aſerby in 
Lincolnſbire. Mr. Morris upon whom he depended 
moſt for his Encouragement there, being unable 
through the Loſſes he ſuſtain d to give him the Aſſiſtance 
he promis d him, he was again at a loſs for a Sub- 
fitence. Bur Providence ſeaſonably opend a new- 
way for him by an offer from the Counteſs of Warwick 
of the School of Market Raſon, in which he continu'd 
for ſome time, induſtriouſly: grounding, his Scholars 
in the Rudiments of Learning, and principles of Re- 
ligion ; and improving all his ſpare time for the per- 
fecting of his own Studies.

In the time of the Civil-War he was much threat- 
ned by his Adverſaries, and felt many Effects of their 
Malice. Moſt of his Goods (except his Books ) were 
plunder d; and he was in danger of being piſtolfd in 
the Church. And therefore, when the Earl of New- 
caſtles Forces paſſeſs:d the City and County of Lincoln, 
he fled away by Boſton: to Lynne, and ſo to Norwich and 


Yarmouth, and was. preſervd. In this Time of his 


with-drawment, he was uſeful to many. His. Mini- 
ſtry found ſuch Acceptance, that both Norwich and Tar- 
mouth ſtrove for him : And for a While he divided 


_ himſelf between both, preaching at Varmouth on the 
Lord s-day, and keeping a Lecture at Norwich on the 


Week-Day. This being a very great Fatigue, the Al- 
dermen of both Places at length choſe, Two grave Mi- 
niſters to conſider and determin, which Place gave the 
firſt and faireſt Call: And when it was decided for 
Norwich, he ſertled there for a few Years, and had

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At length the People of Lincoln, by importunate Ler- 
rers from themſelves, the Mayor and Aldermen under 
the Seal of rhe Corporation, and the Committee of 
Parliament, &c. challeng'd him for theirs : And ob- 
rain'd an Order from the Aſſembly of Divines,” then 
fitting at Meſtminſter, or rather a Reſolution in the 
Caſe, upon an Appeal made to them about the Mat- 
ter. The People of Norwich were all in general ear- 
neſtly. deſirous of his ſtay with them. And ar the ſame 
Time he was invited to Leeds in Torksbire, by the Ma- 
giſtrates and principal Inhabitants, who preſs'd him 


with the Conſideration of his native Country, which 


needed his help: And he had another preſſing Invi- 
ration to be one of the Preachers in Vork City.

[Man before: For he not only concurr'd with others in 


calling him thither, but carry d it afterwards to him 
with great Reſpect: Tho no Temptation could ever 
induce him either directly or indirectly, to own Oliver 
Cromwel as Head of the Government. However, his 
unaffected and exemplary Piety, his ſerious and fer- 
vent Pulpit-Performances, and his ſweer and grave 
Miniſterial Conduct and Converſe, did ſo indear him 
to Perſons of all Denominations, that were not down- 
right Enemies to Chriftianity itſelf, that he became ſo 
-univerſally eſteem'd and belov'd as to have a great and 


general Influence in that Country. And this gave him 


the Opportunity of getting the vacant Pariſhes in the

Weeks after, Major Ord indited him for depraving the 


Common-Prayer, and gave in Articles againſt him, 
from what he had ſaid in the Pulpit, which was writ- 
ten from his Mouth, by one of his Aſſociates. Mr. Rule 
not being then at Næweaſtle, the Major procur'd from 
the Judge a Special Warrant to take him up; of which 
when he had Notice, he went to Newcaſtle, | ſpake 
with the judge in his Chamber, and gave Bond to 


appear at the next Aſſtzes; and got a Superſedeas to the. 
Warrant that was out againſt him. The Major ſhew'd 


ſo much Zeal in the Caſe, that he went from Houſe to 
Houſe before he went to .Newcefile, threatning the 
People if they ſhould ſign a Certificate of Mr. Rules 
peaceable Carriage amongſt them, which ſome were 
promoting: And they did procure ſeveral Hundreds of 
Hands ro it. He alſo rail'd at Mr. Rule in the Streets 
of Newcaſtle, And when ſome defir'd him ro give ug 
the Warrant he had againft him, ſeeing he had got a 
Superſedeas to it, he refus d; ſaying, he would keep ir 
for his own Satisfaction. About Three Weeks after, 
returning homeward, and going a little our of the 


the River Tine, at the end of the Town of Ovingbam, 
he fell from his Horſe on the dry Ground. Some who 
law him fall, ran to him, and found him dead. The 


Jury found that he was dead fefore he fell from his 


Horſe. Mr. Rule appear'd at the next Aſſize: But this 
awful Providence produc'd ſuch a Terror in thoſe. who 
bad join d with the Major in the Affair, that they 
meddl'd no more in it, and he was acquitted. There 
is ſome Account of this in Annus Mirabilis ſecundus, p. 51. 
But it is imperfect, and in ſome Things falſe, as I am 
inform d. This Account is from Dr. Rules own Let- 
ter, dated at Edinburgh, Sept. 2. 1696; which was 
found among Dr. Sampſon's Papers. ; "

For this, the Laird of 
Hound wood was fin d in 100 Marks Scotts; and could 
they have found the Doctor on the Scots Side, he muſt 
have ſuffer'd too. But he being aware how they 
would deal with him, by reaſon of what the Laird of 
Hound wood ſuffer d, did not expoſe himſelf on that Side. 
After ſome Time the Earl of H—, who was very 
zealous againſt the Diſſenters, and often ſadly worryd 
them with his Troop of Horſe, thinking ic would be 
meritorious to ſeize upon one of the Doctor's Note and 
Worth, fell upon this Stratagem to entrap him. A 
Letter was drawn up as coming from Mr. Carr of 
Ninewels; deſiring a Viſit from the Doctor in all haſte; 
and that he would bring ſuch Medicines with him as 
he thought proper for him in the utmoſt Extremity of 
the Cholick. He was preſs'd to come ſpeedily with 
great Earneſtneſs; for fear it would be too late 
to ſave his Life. This Letter that was of my Lord's 
framing, was ſent to the Doctor by one of his Servants, 


n the Habit of a Country-man. The Doctor order d 


his Servant (from whom I have this Relation) to 
make up ſome Medicines, as ſoon as he receiv'd the 
Letter; and got himſelf ready, and the Horſe was 
brought out, and he was juſt going ro mount, when 
the Meſſenger: being rouch'd' with Remorſe that he 
ſhould have a Hand in ſuch a piece of abominable 
Treachery, very frankly told him, that if he went 
with him it might coſt him his Life: For that the 
Earl of H---- lay with his Troop of Horſe at the Bound 
Road to ſeize him, as ſoon as he enter d Scotland. And 
he confeſs d to him that he belong d to that Earl, and 
that he fram'd the Letter as from Mr. Carr, purely 
with a Defign to apprehend him.

dulgence ro the Diſſenters in Scotland, ſeveral Perſon w Wome 
of Quality and Worth in that Country, vix the Earl | 
of Haddingion, Sir Robert Sinclare, and others; invited 
Dr. Rule to preach in a Meeting-Houſe, which they 
had fitted up for him at Lintinbridge, not far from 
Haddington : He had nor been there many Monrhs, be- 
fore he viſited his Neice Mr. Kennedy's Lady, who 
lid in Edinburgh. She lying-in at that Time, they 
were deſirous that the Doctor might baptize the Child. 
Accordingly they prevail d with the Epiſcopal Miniſter 
of their Pariſn, to invite the Doctor to give him a Ser- 
mon on a Lecture-Day in his Church, and after Ser- 
mon he did baptize the Child, not being apprehenſive 
of any Inconvenience that would follow upon it. But 
for this, (and no other Crime) he was ſeiz d the next » 
Day, in the Streets of Edingburgh by an Officer, and 
committed to a File of Muſquereers, aad ſent Priſoner 
to the Baſs, where he was confin'd above Twelve, 
Months.

It appears by peruſing them that no more was infiſt- 
ed on in order to his raking his Deacons Orders, than 
his raking the Oath of Allegiance and Supremacy, and 
ſubſcribing the 39 Articles: But his Pries Orders 
mentions an Oath and Subſcription defign'd to be obli- 
gatory to keep all the Eccleſiaſt ical Laws of this Realm, 
which is a little hard.

He hath been heard 
ro ſay, that the Place was ſo deſolate by Death, re- 
oval of Inhabitants to other Places, and neglect of 
e Marker, that Graſs ſprung up in the Market. place:

When 
he quoted Scripture he would nor let it paſs without 
opening it, ſo as to ſnew his Hearers the Senſe of it, 


and what Words of that Text did prove the Point that 


he brought it for. He was abundant in Alluſions and 
Compariſons to explain things. To his Explication of 
Doctrines he would add an Account of what the 
Souls of Men experience in their Actings towards 
GOD, with relation to the Points in hand; which 
Accounts he often drew from what is recorded of ſuch 
Experiences in the Bible. He had a wonderful Skill 
in unravelling the very Thoughts and inward Work- 
ings of Mens Hearts, to their Conviction.

In his younger Days he was Chaplain to 
the Religious Lady Scudimore, at Sutton-Coldfield in 
Warwickſhire, where he had the advantage of contract- 
ing an Acquaintance and Friendſhip with Mr. Anthony 
Burgeſſe, Paſtor of that Place. He was forc'd to Preach 
Nine Years without an Authoritative Miſſion, becauſe 
he could not find a Biſhop in England, nor Ireland, ſo 
moderate as to Ordain him without impoſing Oaths 
and Subſcriptions: Bur when the Presbyreries were ſer 
up 1n London by the Long Parliament, he was one of 
the firſt that was Ordain'd there. He was always 
averſe ro appearing from rhe Preſs, which made. him 
not ſo well known to the World as ſome others, not 
ſuperior to him in Abilities. When King Charles came 
In, he was forc'd by a violent Adverſary to ſhelter 
himſelf in the Houſe of Richard Hampden, Eſq; till the 
Raging Sickneſs in and about London, caus'd him (rho? 
d . too late) to remove into the Country, where he had

This was a great Hardſhip, and 
Redreſs was ſought for, by Application to Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and to Secretary Morrice, but to 
little purpoſe; no Relief could be had. About this 
time Mr, Long riding through Newcaſtle, and preaching 
there occaſionally, when they were deſtitute of a Mi- 
niſter, they invited him to ſettle with them, which he 
did, till the Act of Uniformiry Silenc'd him. After 
this, not being willing ro be unemploy'd, he wenr to 
Leyden, and took his Doctor's Degree in Phyſick, ha- 
ving ſpent ſome time in that Study before. After his 


return he applied to the Practiſe of it, with good En- 


couragement and Succeſs: But ſtill his Conſcience put 
him upon Preaching, as his chief Work. In ſome time 
he ſettled again in Newcaſtle, and met with great Diffi- 


eulties. He was indicted at the Aſſizes for living in a 


Corporation, and fore d to remove when he had Seven 
Children, not knowing whither to go. Attempting to 
ettle at Birmingham, he was Proſecuted there alſo, till

When he was bur Batchelor of Arts ſtanding, bur 
accompliſh'd in the Arts and Sciences of Logick, Rheto- , 
rick, Ethics, Phyſicks, and Methaphiſficks, beyond the 
common Rate, rhe Earl of Northampton offer'd him the 
Priviledge of travelling with his Son into France and 
Italy: He was much inclin'd to ir, bur way'd it, out 
of Obedience to his Mother.

Blackeyby, of Aſhen in Eſſex, an eminent Divine, great- 
ly skilld in the Hebrew Tongue, and reputed one of 
the holieſt Men on Earth.

He catechizd Young 
and Old ; viſited all in his Pariſh once a Month, en- 
quiring into the State of their Souls, and councelling 
and dlrecting them as there was Occaſion. While he 
was thus employed in doing Good, the Devil rais'd 


him a troubleſome Oppoſition. Preaching one Lord's 


Day at Sudbury, on occaſion of the Sickneſs of the Mi- 
niſter of one of the Pariſnes there, and repeating in the 


Evening his Sermons in the Family, the Miniſter of 


the other Pariſh exhibited Articles againft him as a 
ſactious Man in the Star-Chamber : Upon which he 
was conven'd before the Lords of the high Commiſſion, 
and forc'd to attend upon them at times Er two Tears 
together; ſo that his Fees and Journies together ſwal- 
low'd up the whole Profit of his Living. At length 
the Matter being referr'd to his Dioceſan and Ordina- 
ry at Norwich, a good Number of Jacobuſſes procur d 
a certain Lady of that City to gain ſuch a Certificate 
from the Biſhop, as obrain'd a full Diſcharge. Some 


time after, Dr. Gibſon the Incumbent of Nerton dying, 


Fir Nathanael his Patron, ſent him rhe preſentation of 
that Living alſo; and procur d him Inſtitution into it 


from the Biſhop, without his perſonal Attendance 


upon the Biſhop, taking the Oath of Canonical Obe- 
dience, or ſubſcribing the three Articles.

His Eldeſt and Third Sons, were in reputable ways of 
Living before his Death; and his Three Daughters 
well diſpos'd of in Marriage: And tho his youngeſt 
Son was by Melancholy nor ſo fit for Buſineſs, yet 
providence gave him a good Inheritance for Life, in 
the right of his Wife. So that we have here an Emi- 
nent fulfilling of that Word; He that giveth to the poor, 
lendeth to the Lord: And he that ſoweth bountifully, ſhall 
reap alſo bountifully. „ „

near, flock d after his Miniſtry. Neither was he leſs 


eſteem'd in thoſe looſe times, when Men having irch- 
ing Ears. heap'd up to themſelves Teachers according 
to their Humonrs. He ſtill taught them the good old 
ſavoury, Truths, by which Men may beſt get to Hea- 
ven. He had one peculiar Study and Diverſion that 
made him acceptable ro Gentlemen, which was He- 
raldry and Pedigrees. He had really been a fir Man 
to have wrote the Antiquities of his Country. Let 
none condemn him for this, leaſt they alſo condemn 
their own great Biſhop Saunderſon, who was much

in his Funeral Sermon, gave this Account of him. His 
Father was Miniſter in this Town before him; and he 
was true Heir, not only of his Father's conſiderable 
Worldly Eftate, bur alfo of his more valuable Endow- 
ments. His Accompliſhments and Furniture for the 
Miniſtry, were far greater in the Eyes of others than © 
in his own Eyes. His natural Parts, and acquired 
Learning had their Degree and Meaſure betwixt Envy 
and Contempr. Tho' they did not advance him to the 
higheſt Form, yer they preferr d him far above the 
loweſt of the Order. His Wiſdom and Prudence in 
the Government of himſelf, his Words and Converſa- 
tion, and his Advice and Counfel to others, commend- 
ed him above moſt, His Judgment in the Senſe and 
Interpretation of Scripture, was ſolid, quick, and ſtrong. 
His Miniſtration of the Word was deliberare, plain, 
and familiar; and yet his exceſſive Humility and Mo- 
deſty, and low Thoughts of himſelf and all his Per- 
formances, was greatly prejudicial to him: His unble- 
miſh'd, ſober, and righteous walking before Men, was 
the Exemplification of his ſound and holy Doctrine. 
His Charity and Bounty in doing good to all as he had 
opportunity, but eſpecially ro the Houſhold of Faith, 
and the ſuffering Members of Jeſus Chriſt, was the 
Commendation of his Profeſſion. In his general and 
particular Calling as a Chriſtian, and as a Miniſter, he 
was a Praying Samus, in which ſpiritual Exerciſe he 
held a conſtant and daily Communion with his GOD; 
and fo ſtrictly did he charge himſelf with this, that he 
would not be excus'd by any bodily weakneſs from per- 
forming that Duty with his Family, as long as he had 
a Tongue to ſpeak, tho it was with the greateſt diffi- 
culty.

A Gentleman in the neighbouthood break-" = 
ing his Neck by a fall from his Horſe, as he was re- 
turning home with other Gentlemen in Company, 
from a certain Drinking bout (as they call'd it) Mr. 
Stileman thought it his Duty thereupon ſharply to re- 
buke, in the Pulpit, the Sin of Drunkenneſs, and to 
endeavour to improve that awful Providence, to the 
deterring: others from :rhar odious Vice. At this ſeve- 
tal Gentlemen were not a little enrag'd. Some time 
before Bartholomew Day, a Juſtice of Peace in that 
Place, came 1nto the Church, and commanded him in „ 
the King's Name to come down out of the Pulpit, 1 
which for that time he did quietly, to prevent diſtur- 
bance.

Upon the Deceaſe of Mr. Spang, Miniſter of the 
Eng/:ſh Church at Middleburgh, Mr. Anderſon was un- 
expectedly choſen in his ſtead, When the Meſſenger 
came from the Church to acquaint him with it, his 
Wife was ſo over-born with Joy at the Goodneſs of 
GOD, in providing them a fix'd and honourable 
Maintenance, that it threw her into a Feaver, of which 
ſhe died. Mr. Anderſon in ſome time, grew ſickly, and 
died alſo in March 1677. None of all the Miniſters, 


in that City, Engliſh, French, or Dutch, came near him 


in the Gift of Prayer, in which he had a peculiar ful. 
neſs and fluency, that was animated with very melting 


Affections. The Lords of the City became Guardians 


to the Five Orphans which he left behind him. The 
famous Anna Maria Schurman took one of his Daugh- 
rery, and Two other Dutch Gentlewomen the Two 
others, and became Mothers ro them. : And the un- 
known Benefactor continu'd his kind Offices to them 
all. M. de Hoſte took his Two Sons under his own 
Charge, and by his laſt Will bequearh'd a good Por- 
tion to each of his Daughters.

Mr. Edward Newton, M. A. Was animals in x Baljol 
College in Oxon, of which he was afterwards Fellow. 
He was Ordain- d by the Presbitery of Sarum in St. 
Thomas's Church in that City Anno, 1652. He firſt 
ſtatedly excercis d his Miniſtry at Kingſton by the Sea 
in this County; and there he continued four or ſive 
Years. His Pariſh had bur three Houſes, and he could 
have but few Hearers from thence: But ſo many at- 
tended his Miniſtry from neighbouring Pariſhes thar 
he had a good Auditory. Afterwards he ſucceeded his 
Father in Law, Mr. Benjamin Pickering, (who was one 
of the Aſſembly of Divines) at St. Anns in Lewes and 
Southover, and he Preach'd one Parr of the Day in one, 
and the other Part of the Day in the other, with ge- 
neral Acceptance, till after the Reſtaujation; and was 
attended on even by the Royaliſts.

Aſſembly of Divines. A Man of conſiderable Learn- 
ing and great Abilites. He loſt a very valuable Liv- 


ing for the Sake of his Conſcience, after King 


Charles's Reſtauration, as he had before quitted his 
Profeſſors Place, and the Preſidentſnip of St. Fohn's 
College becauſe he would nor take the Engagement. 
He was vored Parſon of Petworth, which Parſonage 
was then ler for 700 I. per Annum, by an Ordinance 
of Parliament. When he was with the Earl of Eſſex 
in Cornwal, he was a very goodly Perſon, of great 
Strength and undaunted Courage; his Commands 


were as readily obeyed by any Colonels in that Army 


as the Generals own. He had a publick Spirit, 


and was a true Lover of his Country, and had as 


grear an Intereſt in ir, and as inlargd a Hearr for 


GOD and the. promotihg rhe Intereſt 'of the Goſ- 


pel as any Man in the Age he livd in. He was the 
Son of Dr. Cheynel, the moſt celebrated Phyfician in 


in Oxford, who bred him a Scholar, and liv'd to ſee 


him Fellow of Merton College, where he reſided ma- 
ny Years; took the Degree of B. D. and was invited 
by Mr. Holman, to accept of a Living from him nor 
far from Banbury, of ſeveral Hundreds per Annum 3 
where he liv'd a while, and had a ruffle with Arch-

Www their Parents made any credible Profeſſion or nor. While 
de kept his Benefice, he livd Hoſpitably, and was very 


Charitable. When the Act of Uniformity came out, 
the neighbouring Miniſters who complied, were very 
earneſt in preſſing him to concur with them; but he 
could not be farisfied to do it. He complain'd that 
there was not ſufficient time allow'd for the weighing 
and conſidering the Alterations made, ſo that many 
muſt needs make their Declarations at an utter un- 
certainty. Inſtead of wondring that ſo many refus d, 
he thought ir ſtrange that there was not many more, 
He for his part thought himſelf oblig'd to adhere to 
the Cauſe of Reformation. And yet he and his Peo- 
ple could not part without mutual Concern and Sor- 
row. He liv'd in the Pariſh Twenty Years after his 
Ejectment. He ſet up a School, and it began to flou- 
riſh, but was diſpers'd again, by the Viſitation in 1665, 
The Miniſter of the place then withdrawing for his 
own Safety, he was ſo Compaſſionate that he viſited 
the People, who died in great numbers; and conſider- 
ing the Circumſtances of the Place, more of them were 
carried off in proportion, than in the City of London 
it ſelf. He reſign'd himſelf and his Family to the 
care of Divine Providence. and none of rhem were 
viſited, tho' he went daily among them thar were. 
This greatly endear'd him. ro ſober Perſons of all 
Ranks; ſo that when the Five Mile Act took place, 
none would execure ir upon him ; and he remaind 
unmoleſted. His Motto was, God's good Providence be 
mine Inheritance; and it was anſwer'd to him: For 
when his Family encreas'd, he was ſurprizingly pro- 
vided for; ſo that tho he never had much, yet he ne- 
ner was in any diſtreſſing want. He generally had a 
few Boarders and Scholars ro teach, which was at 
once an help and a Diverſion. He had ſome trouble 


from the Spiritual Courts, but the interpoſition of 


Friends, kepr things from running to Extremity. He 
delighred in his Miniſterial Employment, and there- 
fore took the Charge of a ſmall People about Eight or 
Ten Miles from his Dwelling ; and tho' they could 
do little for him, he preach'd to them conſtantly. And 
when Age grew upon him, he went and ſettled among 
them at Haſtings.

Bridgman of Bangor having had a Diſpute about the 


Tyrhe of Yorthenbury, came to this Agreement (by 
the Mediation of Sir Thomas Hanmer) on Sept. 11; 
1661: Thar Dr. Bridgman and his Succeſſors ſhould 
have all the Tythe Corn and Hay of Mrthenbun, 
(except the Tythe Hay of Emeral Demeſn) if before

He thought ir lawful to join in the Com- 
mon-Prayer in Publick Aſſemblies, and practis d ac- 
cordingly, and endeavour'd to ſatisfie others concern- 
ing it. The Spirit he was of was ſuch, as made him 
much afraid of Extreams, and more ſolicitous for no- 
thing than ro maintain and keep up Chriſtian Love 
and Charity among Profeſſors. 


At Michaelmas, 1662, he remov'd from Worthen-

His hard Study and La- 


bours at length brought him into ſuch Diſorders and 
Weakneſs, as almoſt intirely incapacitated him for pub- 
lick Service; and he was thereupon neceſſitated to 
leave his People, and retire into Morceſterſhire his Na- 


rive Country. And yet tho' his Weakneſs confin d 
him, yer ſo deſirous was he of advancing the publick 


Welfare, that he undertook rhe Buſineſs of a Tutor, 
to teach Academical Learning; in which he took great 
Delight, and had good Succeſs. When his Indiſpoſi- 
tions began to wear off, his People at Swanzey earneſtly 
deſir d his return ro them, and he (willing to [ſerve his 
'GOD and them to the utmoſt of his Ability) ventur'd 
over the Sea to them, nor being able to go by Land. 
But the return of his Illneſs, ſoon oblig'd him to take 
his final leave of them. He rerir'd again into his own 
Country, and preach d as long as he could amongſt his 
Neighbours, in his own Houſe; and died in September, 
1691.

him young, and newly come from Cambridge, was ſtrict 
in his Examination, He enquir'd, what Queſtions he 
gave in the Schools when he was Senior Batchelor, 


and Diſputed very Scholaſtically with him upon them: 


And when he had done, gave him his Hand full of 


Mony, and laying his Hand upon his Head, ſaid, Tur 
Licenſe ſhall be this, (without demanding any Subſcrip- 


tion of him) that you ſhall-preach in any part of my Dic- 


ceſe, when and where you will, GOD gave a comforta- 
ble Bleſſing to his Endeavours there for the good of 


many: And his removal thence was very Providential. 


Going up to London, he, at the entreaty of ſome Friends, 


preach'd there, and was heard by ſome Merchants in 


the City that were Natives of Devonſhire, who then re- 
ſolv'd (as they afterwards told bim) that if they could 
prevail with him, they'd ſend him down to preach at 
Chimleigh, a Market-Town in their County, and there 
maintain him: Bur after Sermon, he going his way, 
and they nor knowing his Name, nor his Lodging in 
the City, nor dwelling in the Country, he heard no- 


thing from them. About that time Twelve Month, 
going up to the City again, and preaching there, it ſo 


happen'd that ſome of the ſame Merchants heard him, 


and follow'd him to his Lodging, and told him their 


Deſire and Intention; adding, that it was their Cu- 
ſtom to maintain a Miniſter for three Years at one 
Place; and if his Miniſtry fo far prevail'd on the 
Hearts of that People, as that they of themſelyes would 
maintain him afterwards, he ſtill continu'd; if not, 
they afrerwards maintain'd him in another Place. They 
preſs d him much; and after obtaining the conſent of 
his Parents, he comply'd, and went ro Chimleigh in De-

After Vorl was ſurrendred, and the Lord Fairfax well 
ſettled there, a ſtanding Committee of the Gentlemen 
of Yorkſhire was appointed to ſit in the City of YA, for 
the better ordering the Affairs of the County, and 
counſelling and adviſing the Lord Fairfax. Mr. Show 
was Chaplain to this ſtanding Committee: And there 
was alſo an Aſſembly of Miniſters of that County, ap- 
pointed to fit every Week in the Chapter- houſe in 7ork, 
ro aſſiſt the Lord Fairfax in caſting out Ignorant and 
Scandalous Miniſters, Sc.

He preach'd ar firſt in the Low- church chere, 
and upon Mr. Nuits removal, at the High- church; and 
there he continued 17 Years together, preaching every 
Wedneſday and Lord's Day once at leaſt; and for ſome 
time at both Churches; and often ro the Soldiers at the 
Caſtle ; beſides other occaſional Labours.

The Officers 
ſear ſome Soldiers every Lord's Day Morning, to beſet 
the Charter-houſe round, and hinder the Towns Peo- 
ple from entring, yer ſome how or other they got in: 
And one Lord's Day they took 300 People in the Char- 
ter-Houſe, and kept them there from their Houſes and 


Families till next Morning. Mr. Shaw finding his 


Houſe thus ſurrounded every Lord's Day, and him- 
ſelf forbid to come into the Town of Hull ro converſe 
with the People there, and ſeeing the Clouds ariſe, 
and many Dangers impendent, and himſelf not capa- 
ble of any great good, he June 2oth, 1662, after 
making up his Accounts with the Mayor and Alder- 
men, remov'd with his Family to Rotheram, where he 
had formerly been Vicar. There he preach'd one Part 


of the Lord's Day, as Mr. Clayton did the other, and 


ſomerimes on the Week-day till Aug. 24. He had nor 
then any Living; bur he declares in his Narrative, he 
would refuſe neither Living nor Work, upon any Con- 
ſcience farisfying Terms. He afterwards continu'd 
preaching to his Family, and often to @hers without 
any conſiderable Trouble. He dy'd April 19. 1672. 
tat. 65. and lies buried in Rotherham Church, where 
there is a Braſs upon his Grave with this Epitaph:

Mr. Thomas Brand: Born at Leaden Roothing in er, 
An. 1633. His Father was a Dlgnitary of the Church 

of England. He was bred at Merton College 'iti' Oxon, 
and went from thence to the Temple, deſigning for 
the Law: Bur afterwards applied himſelf ro Divinity, 
and became one of the brighreſt Mirrours of Piety and 
Charity, and one of. the moſt fervent uſe ful Preachers 
the Age hath afforded. His Zeal was neither for nor a- 
gainft any Party, but for the vigorous promoting of 
the ſound Knowledge of thoſe Doctrines wherein we 
are all agreed; and of that Holineſs which all com- 
mend, but too few practiſe. As he was himſelf apr 
to teach, fo he exhorred and encourag' d others to be - 
ſwift ro hear. He call'd thoſe the Devils Cripples that 
could travel many Miles for worldly Profit, and would 
not go a few, for Advantages for their Souls. Meeting 
a poor Man that was wont to attend his Lectures, but 
had for fome time abſented, he inquird of him the 
Reaſon. The poor Man replied, it was not for want 
of good will, bur for that he could nor ſpare the time; 
his whole Week-days yearnings hardly ſupplying the 
Neceflities of his Family. Mr. Brand told him, that 
rather than his Soul ſhould ſuffer, he would allow him 
Six Pence a Week, which the Min acknowledg'd was 
more than he could earn in the time omitted from his 
Employment. This Man had ar laſt ler his Allowance 
run into a longer arrear than ordinary; which Mr. Brand 

- queſtioning him about, ke thank'd him for his paſt 
Supply, acknowledging he now found GOD ſo to bleſs 
his Labours, that he had no farther neceſſity of that Aid. 
Now as this Gift was an Inſtance of Mr. Brand's Piety 
and Charity, ſo this releaſe of it was a proof of the 
poor Man's Fidelity and Honeſty. And we have here 
an Example of GOD's Bleſſing other time fo as to com- 
penſate for that ſpent in his Service, and for their Souls

And yet thete is reaſon ro 
think, that his Hardſhips rhen, and the frequent Jour.

ſoon after. He was a Man of valuable Learning, great 
Gravity and Seriouſneſs, and a moft unflameable Con- 
verſarion: And a Laborious and judicious Preacher, 
till GOD gave him his O#ietus for ſome time before 
he died, by the decay of his Memory. and Abilities;
